Native white men don’t vote till they are 
twenty-one. During the latter three or four 
years preceding that age the white young man 
is nearly as capable of comprehending hU du- 
ties and the nature of republican institutions 
as he is during three or four years after that 
period. Yet in those few years preceding his 
majority we don’t allow him to vote. We keep 
him in a state of discipline till we think he has 
become thoroughly posted as to the privileges, 
duties, and responsibilities growing out of the 
right of voting, so that he can be intrusted 
with it without any danger to the State. From 
all this the radicals propose to absolve the ne- 
gro, in virtue, we presume, of his g real superi- 
ority in intelligence, goodness, breadth and 
grasp of mental capacity, and intuitive per- 
ception of the nature and fitness of things in 
general over both the while foreigner and the 
white native.

Most persons were surprised at his arrest, and 
every friend te order will rejoice at his prompt 
release and return home.

CTWe find t^e following editorial in the 
Louisville Democrat of yesterday: 

In the Legislature, the other day, upon a mo- 
tion that white soldiers be placed iu our Stale 
instead of black, twelve radicals boldly voted 
their preference for the blacks over tho*e of 
their own color. All the other radicals dodged 
the vote, and are equally and shamefully guilty. 
Let the people understand it fully, and know 
what they are voting for In the next election. 
They are asked not only to vote tor the Consti- 
tutional Amendment, but to express their de- 
sire that negro soldiers shall remain to enforce 
martial law in the State in preference to white*. 
That is the policy. They believe in having ne- 
gro soldiers to make arbitrary arrests, to disor- 
ganize the labor of the State, and to commit 
such outrages as have already disgraced the 
present military organization of colored sol- 
diers in this State. Any white man who wishes 
for this can vote, but he is fitter to be a slave ot 
King Dahomey than an American freeman. 

The editorial columns of the Democrat never 
contained an article more replete with injustice 
than the above. It conveys the idea that those 
who voted against the Legislative resolution 
mentioned in the article itself, designed to ex- 
press thereby a preference for negro troops over 
white troops in Kentucky, and that it is the set- 
tled policy of the Government, in the spirit of 
despotism, to rule the State by a negra military 
force, with a view to the degradation of the 
whites. The article of the Democrat is calculat- 
ed to excite in the people of Kentucky 
the bitrerest hostility to the Government and 
the Union, and thereby inflame the smouldering 
! embers of the rebellion. The tendency of such 
j articles is to incite the organization of guerilla 
I parties in Kentucky, and, if possible, to 
bring about a civil war In the midst of ns.

Immigration to Tennessee. — Now that the 
war is over and a new era of peace has begun, 
strong inducements are being offered to encou-- 
a.-e immigration into the hitherto rebellious 
Slates. Mr. Samuel J. Carter introduced the 
following bill into the Tennessee Legislature 
several da>s ago, designed to promote foreign 
immigration into that Slate. We heartily com- 
mend the spirit and object of the measure as 
one of the most judicious steps that can be 
taken by the Tennessee Legislature. It means 
something substantial, looking to the future 
wealth and prosperitv of that Commonwealth, 
the resources of which promise so much, not to 
herself alone, bat to the whole country. The 
measure is entitled “A bill to promote and se- 
cure immigration to the State of Tennessee,” 
and is as follows: 

Ski tion 1. fie it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of Tennessee, That the sum 
of dollars be and the same is hereby appro- 

priated lor the purpose of inducing immigra- 
te n into this State, out of any moneys in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, and to be 
expenoed as herein and alter directed. 

Sec 2. He it further enacted, That a Board, 

composed of persons, to be coiled the 

Commiseione's of Immigration, is hereby con- 
stituted, and the memoers composing said 
Board shall be appointed by the Governor, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
and the said Board shall have all the powers in- 
cident and neceetary to carry out the objects of 
this ret. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, Thai it shall be 
the duty ol s&id Board, assoou after the possige 
of this act and their appointment as practicable, 
to convene and make arrangements for carry- 
ing ont the purposes of this act. The said

view* of Sherman himself For the ineo-nctioe 
of the gentlemen who, in the Powell caucus, 
indorsed that treat' a* the proper bash of recoo 
•traction, we reprodnee the following from the 
official report of General Sherman, and the tes- 
timony given by him before the War Commit, 
ter with reference to the slavery question 
Within a few day* past the following question* 
were asked and answer* given by Gen Sher- 
man in regard to the subject of slavery 
e* considered in the convention between the 
rebe General Johnston and himself 
Q In the published report of yoar agreement 
there i* nothing shoot slavery. I believe. A. 
There we* nettling said shoot slavery, because 
k did not Mi within the category of military 
nmfinnr and we ooald not make it so It wm 
a local question which the President had die 
posed of. overriding all oar action. We had to 
treat the slave a* free because the President, our 
Commender-to-Chief. said he was free. For me 
to have ren e wed the question r*x*n that decis- 
ion was made, would have involved the absurdi- 
ty of an interior undertaking to qualify the 
work* of hi* superior. 

Q That was the reason whv K was not men 
ttooed? A. Ye*, Mr: tubaeuneotlv I wrote a 
note to Johnston, staling that I thought it 
would be well to mention k for political effect, 
when we came to draw up the final term* with 
precision: that note was written pending the 
t me my memorandum was going to Washing 
Ion, and before an answer had been returned. 

In another part of General Sherman a report, 
where be reproduce* the point* discussed in the 
Interview between himself and staff and Gen. 
Jihnstoe. Breckinridge, and the rebel Po t- 
master- General Reagan, be aavs: 

We then discussed matters: talked aliout 



at least before executing it, what will be the 
dear, cold, irreversible verdi t which History 
will pass upon them, and which posterity s 
thousand year* hence will justly and applaud. 
There will be neither passion, nor prejudice 
nor vengeance in that verdict. And that ver 
diet, and that alone, will be worthy ot a treat 
people and of free institution* that have just 
passed successfully through the mightiest con- 
vulsion* of either ancient or modern times. 

While, we repeat, we would punish the chief 
conspirator*, we would do it in such a wav a* 
to deprive them of the glory, which they doubt- 
less now covet, of becoming martyr*. We 
would not bestow upon those who yet sympa- 
thize with them such an advantage or each a 
means of mischief. There is strategy even in 
justice, and philosophy in dealing with Ihc 
highest cri minal*. 

(g Here in Kentncky we lack public men 
possessing courage enough to meet the leading 
question* of the hoar, i he prevailing disposi- 
tion among our politicians is to submit them- 
selves to the rale of idea* and prejudice* which 
are wholly impertinent to the vital issue* on 
which the future happiness and prosperity of 
the State depend. It i* the most easily demon- 
strated proposition in the world that Kentuckv 
a* a free State will be a hundred -fold more 
wealthy and progressive than a* a slave State; 
bat the educational prejudice* of the people 
against emancipation are so strong that our pub- 
lic men fear to confront them even with facts 
and argument* which are In themselves over- 
whelming The idea ha* tieen imbeded in the 
Kentncky mind that “conservatism" is the life 
efthe Union, and the people have been induced 
to construe conservatism into pro-alareryism. A 
more radical or more fatal mistake was never 
made in politics. The highest, most en- 
lightened conservatism. consists in a 
clear, practical recognition of existing 
facts, and the directing of popular ac- 
tion in accordance with those facts 
Men who oppose facta, who war against desti- 
ny. are fatally deluded, and. to the whole ex- 
tent of their influence, they injure the State 
The true statesman always first inquires. What 
are the facte in the case: and then he applies the 
necessary principles. Now, what is the case in 
Kentucky ? As to the slavery system, we all feel 
that k has been utterly overthrown In

what primarily produced the war? What was 
the burden of Mr. Calhoun’s lachrymal*? The 
weakness of the South and the great danger 
that the rich and powerfnl North would over- 
whelm and destroy her institutions. Hence, 
that she must separate from the North and erect 
an independent government for her own protec- 
tion. Placed in the crucible of stern logic, this 
“and nothing more” is the residuum that is left. 
Now, what made the South weak and less popu- 
lous and less powerful than the North? Not sure 
ly the want of rich soil or extended territory 
or mineral resources or navigable rivers or 
harbors, not the want of any natural ad- 
vantages. She had all these in abundance and 
to a greater extent than the North had. She 
had access to the markets of the world in com- 
mon with New England, New York, and Penn- 
sylvania, and she could grow the great staples, 
cotton, rice, and sugar, which they could not. 
Why, then, we ask again, did 6he not keep 
pace with and far outstrip the North in the race 
for wealth, population, influence, power? Oh, 
she didn’t have the benefits of European immi- 
gration. Foreigners would not come to the 
Sonth, and therefore she cjuldn’t develop her 
great resources. Why not? She didn’t have 
the vessels to bring them. Why couldn’t she 
have them? She hadn’t the mechanics or the 
capital to build them. Why didn't she have 
them? What prevented? There is no escap- 
ing the conclusion to which facts and logic in- 
exorably lead. If the South possessed origi- 
nally every natural advantage which the North 
did — and we suppose no man in his senses will 
deny this — then the causes of her weakness 
must have been artificial, something in her 
society and civil institutions, in her philosophy 
and principles, since an effect cannot exist 
without a cause.

It fe clearly seen from the above that General 
Bberman. in hi* agreement with General John- 
ston. regarded the complete overthrow of 
slavery a* granted, and that the rebel General- 
themselves emphatically made the concession. 
There k. therefore, no ground for the erection 
of a pro-slavery party in Kentucky based upon 
the articles between Sherman and Johnston, 
both of whom are now thorough abalitioofete. 

Views or the Tri e Union M» or the 
Soith — The Raleigh (N. C ) Progress, refer- 
ring to the means of restoring peace and order 
to the South, mys: 

For four long veers we have shed blood in 
each torrent* as to cause the great heart of the 
nation to grow sick at the very thought of strife, 
and now that blessed peace again smiles on our 
sin-stricken land, let those who rule follow 
the example of the Son of Man. in the sub- 
limitv of whose virtue* all language i* im- 
poverished and the living light of eloquence is 
hushed forever, and so temper justice with mer- 
cy re to secure that Divine favor without whore 
watchtql care nations, like men. most soon fall 
to rise no more.

were inevitable, and thev must be met by timely 
legislation. The crisis demands living, active 
men, who, recognizing facts as they stand, have 
the heart and brain and muscle to grapple 
bravely with tbe perils around us. Fundamen- 
I tal principles are as valuable now as they evar 
: were, and can never be expunged from the 
^ statesman’s mannel, but political fossils are 
I nuisances in tbe broad field of progress now 
I opening before us. 

The next Legislature of Kentucky will be re- 
quired to ratify or reject the Constitutional 
Amendment lately proposed by Congress to tbe 
several States. Linked as the measure is with 
au immense interest in the State, its importance 
is peculiar and vitaL The last Legislature re- 
jected tbe amendment chiefly for the reason that 
its discussion before the people was deemed best 
under the circumstances. We advised the Leg- 
islature to adopt it at once, but the policy of 
submitting it to the popular will as expressed 
by the ballot may have been wiser. We are 
sure at least that the measure can lose none of 
its merit or strength in being fairly presented to 
the people. Slavery has, for good or for evil, 
received a fatal shock to Kentncky, as in every 
other State where it exists. The war has swept 
away its foundation and security, and its linger- 
ing remains are to us a nuisance and an 
tojury. We may accept it as an axiom that 
wise legislation requires a settled and defi- 
nite condition of affairs. We are sadly in 
need of such a condition in Kentucky. When 
the status of the negroes within our limits shall 
be determined, we can proceed with clear-sight- 
edness to appropriate legislation; and the soon- 
er we reach this point the better in all respects 
for tbe peace and prosperity of the State. The 
ratification of the Amendment appears to us as 
lhe speediest and best mode, and, indeed, the 
only mode at present of attaining this coveted 
result. In tbe approaching legislative canvass, 
the friends of the Amendment should choose as 
their candidates strong and earnest man who 
I will fearlessly meet the question. In every 
i county of the State, let the subject be discussed 
in all its hearings, and we think that no man 
who appreciates the real condition of affairs 
will hesitate to declare his support of the 
Amendmc nt. The time is near at hand when 
slavery, as an institution, will be extinguished 
throughout this continent. That result is clear- 
ly inevitable now, do what we may for it or 
against it. The institution, in its present frag- 
mentary condition, can no longer benefit Ken- 
tncky; its removal in name, as well a* in fact, 
will elevate tbe State, inviting the immigration 
of free white laborers into her borders, and in- 
fusing new vigor into all her industrial chan- 
nels. This is no party question; it Is one of 
practical and immediate expediency, and every 
citizen of the State who allows his actions to be 
controlled by traditional prejadice against 
emancipation will show himself blinded to the 
true interests of Kentucky. It matters little, 
therefore, which of the old political parties a 
man has teen identified with; past associations 
should not affect his opinions and action on this 
subject. 

A grcGEsnvE 8 tatf.mf.st. — T he Petersburg 
(Va.) News of a late date makes the following 
suggestive statement: 

In this whole commonwealth there is not, as

And this, too, in the great State of Virginia, 
in which was the first English settlement in 
America, the “mother of States and of States- 
men," the home of Washington and Jefferson, 
of Madison and Marshall, the proud old Com- 
i men wealth that has been livixg upon its great 
tames, digesting politics and boasting of its first 
families until it has become so feeble that there 
are none so poor as to do it reverence. 

Virginia contained before the war more than 
sixty-one thousand square miles, and was the 
largest of the old States. Her soil was origin- 
ally rich, and much of it is so now, and her cli- 
1 mate is genial and healthy. She has an abun- 
dance of water-power, various streams navigable 
for light craft, and extensive mineral resources. 
There was no State more favorably situated at 
the time of the Revolution, none that had a 
fairer chance to take and keep the lead as the 
first, richest, most populous, and most 
powerful commonwealth in America. And 
yet behold the result. What a picture does she 
l now present of conservatism run to seed, or 
rather of conservatism run mad! She clung to 
all her antique prejudices, and resisted all inno- 
vations as inconsistent with her ancestral pride 
and unworthy of her dignity. One of her rep- 
resentatives in Congress upon a certain occa- 
sion thanked God that he came from a district 
, to which there were no newspapers or free- 
sc tools, and John Randolph declared in one of 
his mt morable set-tos with old Tristam Burges 
of Rhode Island, that he hated the manutac- 
s turers so badly that he would go half a mile 
out ol bis way to kick a sheep; and this has 
been quoted with infinite gnsto by the wits ol 
I tbe secession school from that day to this as a 
capital ion mot, withering in pith and point 
agatoet both vxxl and manufactures.

They are 
f seen— these results of false philosophy and 

vicious teachings — in the orphan's tears and 
heard in the widow’s cry; witnessed in the 
widow’s toil, and solitude, and sufferings. We 
read that the ladies of Virginia— among the 
most beautiful and amiable to tbe world — 
are compelled, great numbers of them, to 
1 go out doors and labor with their own fair 
’ bands for the commonest necessaries of life, or 
starve. And now comes the cry for those verv 
manuiac'.rrds so mnchdespised and derided bythe 
e first families and political teachers of the Old 
Dominion. She has to go back seventy-five 
• years and inaugurate tho.-e domestic industrial 
r institutions which her political leaders either 
ignored as unworthy of any attention or con- 
templated only to denounce and hold np to rid- 
icule. 

It may be said, perhaps, that the present pov- 
s erty and miseries of Virginia, in common with 
those of tbe South generally, have been caused 
by the war, and are not chargeable to the phi- 
losophy and teachings of her politicians. But

A Few Words to Our Young Men who are 
aboit Emuabeing in Bcsiness — We notice tha* 
a great many novices in business are about en- 
tering the arena of trade to seek their share of 
the profits which a legitimate avocation will 
afford. 8ome of these require a few words of 
advice in order that they may start properly in 
the world, and that their labors may not ba fruit- 
less. 

And first, let us remind this class that they 
must not expect, at the outset, to compete suc- 
cessfully for a large trade with our long estab- 
lished houses. Capital, the re- nit of the labors 
of many years, has its advantages, which can- 
not at once be overcome by young aspirants for 

I ' nert an tile success. 

Trade, like everthing else, must be learned, 
before it can be made profitable. Take two 
firms just embarking in business; the one with 
t a large capital and the other with but small 
means. The chance of success is in favor of the 
latter firm. It takes some little time to become 
! versed in the quality of goods, as well as in the 
1 peculiarity and solvency of purchasers. The 
new ftsm which has a large capital, either 
] ottriJ or borrowed, is tempted to extend cred- 
its to its customers far beyond the bounds of 
prudence, in order to rival those firms which 
hove been long established. In such a race it 
is almost certain to be unsuccessful, for the old- 
er firms will throw over to the younger ones 
those only whose solvency is doubtful. Such 
! customers are an hindrance to the new firm, 
because they lock up its assets and prevent their 
use. It may be said that the promissory notes 
received from these customers can be negotia- 
I ted at bank and the avails reinvested by the 
firm. 

To a certain extent, and in good times, this 
may do. But the temptation is verv strong for 
young business men to extend their business 
when it is paying even an apparent profit. If, 
therefore, they rely, in any great measure, upon 
: bank accommodations, they will find that when 
j periods of stringency occur, they will have to

Randolph's and 
Calhoun’s philosophy rose ^naturally from this 1 
difference between free and slave labor, and this 
system and tbe principles that were born of 
tLcm governed the South. The followers of 
these men of course became embued with their 
spirit and sustained their doctrines. Slavery 
being in the 8outh, foreign immigration sought 
Northern and shuced Southern shores. The 
North became more populous and went to 
manufacturing, and was in favor of protecting 
her manufactures by duties laid upon foreign 
competitive products. The South fell rapidly 
behind in population compared with the North, 
had no means of manufacturing, was exclu- 
sively agricultural, had to buy all manufactured 
goods, wanted the cheapest market, and was 
therefore in favor of free trade. Hence, the 
war of tbe sections, hence, denunciations of 
Northern manufacturers and the duties to pro- 
tect them, hence, Randolph wished to kick the 
sheep, and Calhoun wanted to nullify the laws 
of Congress if they imposed duties on foreign 
manufacture?; hence, snllennessand alienation, 
and hence Southern politicians devoted their 
attention to politics exclusively, and burlrd their 
anathemas at Northern prosperity and power, in- 
stead of adopting the same means that the North 
had done and was doing to produce that prospet- 
itv and power. Thore means were open to the 
South as to the North; one appropriated them, the 
politicians of the other opposed them, ridiculed 
them, and abused the North because she had 
adopted them, and bad consequently become 
rich and strong both in wealth and numbers. 
The resources of the North were, therefore, de- 
veloped, manufactures established, towns 
sprang np in the wilderness and soon became 
important cities, reacting upon the agricultural 
intertsta of the 8tates in which they were 
situated, thus stimulating every department of 
industry, creating individual, and, therefore, 
aggregate wealth in the said States, and 
augmenting, consequently, their power and in- 
fluence in the Government, and the number of 
representatives in Congress to which such num- 
bers entitlid them. 

We ask the attention of the people of Ken- 
tucky to there great and indisputable facts and 
the reasoning growing out of them. They are 
more interesting to the people of this State 
than to thore of any other, since in this State 
alone does the institution of slavery technically 
yet exist Everywhere else it has been over. 
tbioKB <ratboiit.». Here tl is gravely pro- 
posed, in the face of such facts as we have stated, 
and which no man can successfully contradict, 
to make an effort still to retain it! It canm t 
be done; but the attempt to do it, like the at- 
tempt to dissolve the Union, will be disastrous 
in many ways, and will keep back the State 
uselessly to her natural career of progress, and 
vex and impoverish her citizens to no purpose. 
The *pec ! ous appeals made to their prejudices 
and passions are not very complimentary to 
their intelligence or their judgments, and are 
very much like those which the secessionists 
addressed, before the war, to the Southern 
people to bring on the dire calamities through 
which they have just passed. 

Our neighbor the Democrat is disposed 
to agitate Dr. Owings’s Legislative resolution 
calling upon President Johnson to remove the 
colored troops from Kentucky. Just as we 
anticipated, he is endeavoring to make that 
resolution a strong point in the present canvas. 
In the course of his article y esterday morning 
our neighbor says: 

We fbould like to know what we have gained 
by putting down a rebellion, ii we have lost the 
right to petition rulers, to remonstrate and con- 
demn wt at is wrong? If we mast assume that 
our rulers know better than we do, and, there- 
fore, it is impertinent to speak. We affirm that 
this resolution expresses the wish of nine-tenths 
of the State, and the Legislature would be un- 
true to their constituents, and untrue to the 
Federal Government, not to hive said so. 

Now, we do not understand th it any attempt 
has been made here in Kentucky to diny “the 
right to petition rulers, to remonstrate and con- 
demn what is wrong?” On the contrary, al 
men, regardless of party associations, emphati- 
cally assert that right, fundamental as it is in 
our fiee system of government. We are not, 
however, willing to concede, that the presence 
of colored troops to Kentucky is a “wrong” so 
long as Federal military forces, of which they 
are a part, continue within our limits by author- 
ity of the President of the United States, who 
is the commander-in-chief of all the national 
armies. We know that Dr. O wings 's resolution 
will not affect the action of President Johnson 
in any degree, and, such being the case, we 
have taken the ground that it coaid do Ken- 
tucky no good, while it tended to create an 
unnecessary issue on the subject between the 
President and onr people, who are thereby 
made to believe that a great wrong is being 
wilfully perpetrated upon them. The resolution 
may “express the wishes of nine-tenths of the 
State,” but from the fact only that “nine-tenths 
of tbe State” are anxious that all troops shall 
be withdrawn from the midst of them. Wc 
6hall rejoice when all our armies, excepting the 
necessary regular army, shall be disbanded asd 
rent to the walks of civil life, but we know 
that that thing can’t be done immediately, 
nor more rapidly than it is being done. The 
work is an immense one, and considerable time 
is needed to accomplish it. 

We deprecate all the annoyances arising from 
the presence of either colored or white troops 
in Kentucky, and we will do any reasonable 
act in our power to remove them. But the re- 
medial acts must be done under the policy of 
the President, and not in antagonism with it. 
When the proper time shall come, and it will 
come shortly, President Johnson will no donbt 
withdraw all Federal troops from Kentucky. Let 
us be a little patient, therefore. We should not 
expect to be rid of all the evils of war at a date 
*o soon after the cassation of the gigantic war 
through which the country has passed. It will 
take much time and labor to “wind up” the 
armies, and in the mean time it is best for Ken- 
tucky that we should not annoy President John- 
son on the subject

Our successful business men have generally 
commenced with small means. They have been 
obliged to learn tbe character of the articles in 
which they dealt, to content themselves with 
smaller profits than those charged by larger 
bouses, and to collect their bills promptly. By 
these means, added to untiring economy, their 
coffers have been filled and they hive attained 
a standing in .the mercantile community which 
could be secured only by progressive step3. 

“Hasten slowly,” should be the motto of ev- 
ery young merchant. As he becomes acquaint- 
ed with tbe quality ol the articles in which he 
deals, with the laws which govern the advance 
and decline of those articles, with the peculiari- 
ties of his customers, and the prospective de- 
mand for his merchandise, he may sately extend 
his business and enter into a larger competition 
with the mercantile community. 

Another difficulty exists among our young 
people which should be sedulously guarded 
against. We mean the employment of capital 
in outside matters which should be devoted to 
active business. Too many wish to start in a 
splendid establishment, the adornment of which 
absbrbe one half their means. Such exterior 
embellishments may do very well for old firms 
which can easily spare the money therefor from 
their business. But it is folly, approaching to 
madness, for yonng men, just retting ont in life, 
to emulate sneb extravagance. It mav pay in a 
very few cases, bnt in most of them it is fatal. 

The yonng business man must bare his suc- 
cess upon the goodness of his merchandise, his 
attention to his customers, and the cheapness of 
his goods. 11 he pays too large a rent, as he 
must do if he opens a splendid establishment, 
he will so far encroach upon his means as not 
to be able to enter the market with the cash 
wherewith to make bis purchases. In such 
case, his more favored competitors, who have 



began. He coolly treats the whole proceedings 
of the Government npon this question, backed 
as they have been by Congress and the verdict 
of the people, as of no effec t whatever.

The President of the United 
States issued his proclamation declaring slavery 
f >rever abolished in all the 8tates of the Union 
where it then existed, except to certain States 
and parts of States mentioned, Kentucky being 
in the latter category. Will the opponents of 
the amendment deny this? That proclamation 
was reduced to practice wherever the victori- 
ous armies of tbe United States went, and the 
Government, through its agents, is still carrying 
it into effect. Will this be denied? Subse- 
quently, in order to cover the ground 
excepted in the proclamation, an amendment 
to the Constitution was proposed in Congress 
and passed that body by the requisite majority 
of two- thirds forever prohibiting slavery within 
the United States. This amendment has now 
been ratified by twenty-two States. New 
Hampshire, Iowa, California, and Oregon have 
not yet taken action npon it. That they will 
ratify it admits of not the shadow of a doubt.

They 
ptssess resources of wealth as yet untouched by 
the hands of enterprise and skill. A great war 
brings out new forces, and, now that our civil 
strangle is over, a wonderful impetus is to rev- 
olutionize the social, political, and material 
condition of the 8outh, which will rapidly 
bring to light all the elements of 
greatness so long concealed within her bosom. 
New energy will be given to the cause of edu 1 
cation, the spirit of nationality will dispel the 
mists of recession and nullification, and the in- 
spiring touch of free labor, taking the place of 
the slavery system, will nnfold a thousand hid- 
den sources of power from which the masses 
have been excluded by the concentrated wealth 
of the few.

Is it merely for the sake of 
arraying Kentucky against the National Gov- 
ernment, against nine-tenths of her sister 
States of the Union, against the public senti- 
ment of the whole world, and the civilization 
of the age? to it merely to make her the sab- 
ject of gibes and jeers, an object of loathing, a 
community to be shnnned? Is it merely to 
humiliate her by placing her to a posi- 
tion from which she must recede or 
raise the black banner of revolt against the 
national authority and go to war, and then at 
last be forced to yield?

Their 
condition Mill be to all respects just as good 
to these States as to Kentncky. They will have 
no motive to come this way, and ne ther ne- 
groes nor white men act with >ut motives. 
They wont come from No th Carolina or 8- >uth 
Carolina or Georgia or MLsissipoL The cli- 
mate in tboee State* agrees with negroes better 
than it does here, and we know of no reason 
why negroes who have been born and raised in 
those States shonld take It into their herds to 
travel hundreds of miles to reach a colder cli- 
mate and live among strangers when they will 
be free at home and enjoy all the rights and 
privileges which they can to Kentucky. We 
don’t believe they'll come. ‘Ttent reasonable 
to think so.

Daring 
tbe months of Jane and July it was no unom- 
mor thing to see men confined in this bar herons 
manner for the most trivial offences by order of 
Captiac Wire This same Captain also had a 
chain-gang of twelve prisoners who were tre ti- 
ed worse than brutes.

GREATNESS OF THE UNI TED STATE-’ 

WHAT THE COUNTRY HAS 8UCCE3i 

FULLY PAS8F.D THROUGH. 

[From thf* London Thilly Nows ] 

Events are succeeding so rapidlv in th® Uniteri 
Slates that it ta difficult to seize the full extent 
of the changes which arc revolutionizing the 
opinions ot spectator*. It wiii be three week* 
to-morrow since we received the astounding in- 
telligence of tbe murder of Pre-ident Lincoln 
Tbe new* surprised some of 11s in the process 
of adjusting our minds to the new state of 
things produced by the surrender of General 
Lie, ard. owing to the number of prejudice* to 
be uprooted and misconception* to be removed, 
the operation was slow and difficult. It did at 
last stem, however, thut the United 8cates 
might recover peace and nuilv and the bless- 
ing* of regular government. It wo* just then 
that tbe act of Wilke* Booth seemed to undo 
nil, aud burl tbe Republic back to chaos. Once 
more, some of ns said, accident, ambition, and 
passion have free scope, and everything exrept 
tbe supremacy of law and reason ta possible. 
Some predicted that the South would raliv, and 
rise as one man to profit bv the confusion nt 
Washington; others that General Grant would 
Siize the reins of government; other* 
that the North would become the prey 
of the spirit of discord, and go asunder 
at the moment of victory. A few af- 
firmed confidently that none of there 
things would happen; that the empire of the 
law would lie upheld by the unanimous will < f 
toe citizen?; that Mr. Johnson would succeed 
Mr Lie coin, not only without strife and tumult, 
but as n matter of course, and without question. 
Ard tlie few were right, because, instead of 
lcok-ng to all point* of the com pa** and rang, 
mg throughout ancient and nnxiern history for 
false analogies and materials for ingenious but 
bewildering speculation, they had obitrveri the 
American people with candor, and houe tly en- 
deavored to understand their cha-a-ter. The 
Americans appreciate personal greatness; thev 
know whet, thev have a masterly general, and 
how to tn at him; thei are not dealing with 
Grant ns we dealt with Sir Charles Napier; thev 
know ibe worth of a great m - girt rate and ruler, 
a# we hove just seen. But there ta one thing in 
their eye s greater than the greatest President or 
general— it ta ihe public Inn of their countrv. 
So when Mr Lincoln died a few gentlemen wait- 
ed on the Vice President to announce and veri- 
fy the feet, the Cnief Justice administered the 
oath of office, and Mr. Johnson was President 
of ’.he United States. It is a great addition to 
the security of institutions wbcu all classes of a 
community are able to regard a political law of 
the commonwealth a# their be6t friend and pro- 
tector 

As soon as it appeared that the fears of dis- 
turbance on the death of President Lincoln 
were groundless— .and it appeared immediately 
—another grave difficulty arose A successAil 
General, whose brilliant ntirievements had 
been the th# me of every tongue and who wa* 
in cornm.- nd of n victorious armv, bad assume 1 
to himself great political powers without a 
shadow of right, and had signed a general 
fcbi me rf pacification upon terms disastrous to 
the ih pub ic. Here, then, at last, wa* the dan- 
ger so long predicted. Democratic communities 
which will not be advised to allow them elve* 
to be dismembered, but appoint Generals to 
corr mind armies for their preservation, m ist no- 
cxi'ect that tbeir liberties will survive th8 war; 
tbe ir fiee institutions arc sure to fall be for- 
militsra ambition But the seme steamer which 
hr ought this intelligence brought word al.-o of 
the itdigtiation of tbe people at the invasion of 
the sovereign authority, arid the iortant reptidi 
ation of the General’# act by the Governm nt. 
'to Johnson aud his advisers treated tbe wfo.’e 
bi: sir ere simply as a blunder, arvl sent General 
Gram to the spot to repair it. General Slrer- 
mnn. finding bta action disapproved, obe' cd the 
T-rw order* fr.- m Washington with ala r tv. In 
foirre General Johnston of the ft* t*, rod, hav 
ing denoui ced tbe armistice, prepared to move. 
Grant wisely upheld while lie gul ’ed and con- 
trolled the authority of hi* snbordinat®; and 
Phertcan. notwithstanding the grave eroor into 
n bicb be had fallen, received the surrender of 
the Confede-ate General whom he had so 
often cncoui tf red on tbe battle field It 
ta bv no means certain that Sherman 
meant to do more than achieve what h 
belteved to lie an advantage for hta country bv 
an extra legal act But it i* certain that the 
worst country in the world for a military chief 
who wishes to raise hiin*elf above the constitu- 
tional authority ta the United Sta'es. Daring 
the last four v#ats we have beard very much 
from those who have taken great pain* to mta- 
nrrierstr.nd Au erica of the danger tea be appro 
becdid from this source Bat the thing is im- 
possible, owing to ihe instruction, the habit*, 
ihe. experience — in a word the whole mentv 
constitution and the training of the citiz m# of 
ihe republic. As an American correspondent 
writes: “If. instead of the Lieutenant-General 
an aid de-camp bad been .rent down with an 
oiritr le'ieving Sherman of hi- command -nd 
superseding hi;n bv one of his subordin its*, he 
w uld have * folded prompt obedience, or if not,
